The fad is that during the 
Devonian period In the Earth's 
geological past. Ihe Pripynt de- 
pression ln Byelorussia was 
situated at the bottom of the sea 
this bed was rocked, by pnwe-r- 
lul volcanic eruptions. 

The study of ancient vol- 
canoes In Byelorussia, which 
is regarded as an unlikely place 
for earthquakes or eruptions, 
caused great Interest. These vol- 
canoes not only yield valuable 
Information regarding the Earth's 
crust, but also provide useful 
mineral deposits in the territory 
of Byelorussia. 

The results of these dis- 
coveries will aid future pros- 
pecting lor ote deposits of both 
the ferrous and non-ferrous 
metals.

AKHEDZHAKOVA 



Uya Akhedzhakova entered the world of cinema as perhaps no ono has 
before. The trial run for her first ever cinema role — a lour-mlnute episode 
from the movie "I Search tor a Man" — Impressed everyone so much that 
It was inserted Just as H was lu block and whllo into the colour fllm. At 
the International Him festival In Locarno Akkedzhakova won a prize for 
the best actress. _ 

It fs impossible lo describe Akhedzbakova's perfoimance In this episode: 
one haB to see a miracle with one's own eyes for all discussion of It con 
seem exaggerated. Even (he audience didn't realize that they were watch* 
tag an actress at work} they were convinced that it was a candid camera 
bit with real people, though striking In Its dramatic force. At the time 
Akhedzbakova was known mainly to children: for the past ten years she 
had been performing at the Moscow Theatre lor Young Spectators which 
she was Invited to fold after graduating from the theatre Institute. Hero 
she played all kinds of animal characters from (airy tales as well as boys 
and girls. 

That Akhedzbakova should have gone on the stage was quite natural: 
her father was director and her mother an actress at a theatre In Maikop, 
It was another ten years however before she was seen on the cinema: 
directors were put off by her strong streak of theatricality, her Individual- 
ism, and unusual appearance. But, having once taken the plunge and 
obtained snch a brilliant result, the cinema did not let Akhedzbakova go. 
It appeared that without her eccentric, plain, though utterly sincere and 
touching In (heir defencolessness small women, It would somehow be 
Impoverished. 

Whether she plays episodes in good or had films, in comedies or dramas 
her performance Is beyond reproach. Not only does she gel the most 
possible out of each role she manages each time to perform a miracle by 
blending an individualism bordering on the grotesque with absolute 
authenticity, both tragic and comic, moving and funny. Her unique gift 
brings to mind such world-famous stare os Charles Chaplin, Glnlictta 
Maslna and the Soviet actress Faina Ratievskaya.
